Buenos Ayjies, Sept. 15.— Disp-itohoa ra 
ceived hero from Rio give aomb idia of tho 
bombardment which has taken place in tho 
bay. Tho f icta ua thoy reach hero Are as 
follows: The rebel ahipa ArjuiJuban, Repub- 
liaa and Trajano made an attempt to land 
soldiers and marines at Oamboa, in the bay 
of Rio. The insurtjents' ships are reported 
to have uaed only small rapid-fire guna in 
firing on Camboa, and their flro is supposed 
to have been intended more for tho purpose 
of covering tho landing insurgent forces 
than as a regular bombardment. Tho rebel.s, 
it ia added, have taken pnaoner tho oliieora 
of thi gunljottt Alloucz. 

Tho guna on tho Aquidaban tlumdcred 
forth at_ long range, for ilio rebel ahips are 
not foolish euougli to engage the forts, and 
tho hitter replied to the tire of the war 
vcaaels without apparent damage. At ni,i;ht 
there was a period of calm, ljut hostilities 
are expected to bo reaunied unless eomo un- 
derstanding can bo arrived at between tho 
rebola and tho Government. The people 
believe the rebel ships would be only too glad 
to i)nt to sea, l)ut the contracted entrance 
to Kio bay, with Sugar Loaf fort; on tho loft 
and Fort Santa CIruz on the right, is o 
dangoroua placo for them to try and pass. 

The inaurgenta fired a few ahota at the 
forts, but did not engage them in tho true 
senso. Tho sound of firing reaching tho 
city cauaed alarm among the people. The 
loaa of life, so far aa known, is only one. A 
woman residing near the arsenal was killed 
by a falling brick. Both sides seemed to 
know little about handling modern ships' 
artillery. At the rate things are going, 
tho warships will have to surrender for tho 
lack of ammunition and provisions. Fort 
Lage was also treated to a lew shells by tho 
rebels, but Fort Santa Croz was tho prio- 
oipaU object of most of the rebel attack. 
FortlEleaza Villa cUd most of the replying 
to the bombardment and the attempted 
landing at Camboa, but thoro is no record 
of tho warships having suffered any dam- 
ages from shot or shell. Rio itself waa not 
bombarded. A few stray aholls foil in tho 
city as the result of bad markstnanahip, but 
no great damage waa done. 

No doubt many people on shore arc in 
sympathy with the ineurgents, for tho lat- 
ter seem able to keep posted concerning all 
tho doings ashore. A few nighta ago an 
attempt was mudo by a small steamer, with 
some Government army and navy oflicorson 
board, to creep up to tho ironclads at night. 
Tlicy had a torpedo boom rigged out ahead 
and were steering (|uietly up to the ap- 
piiren'Jy slcepint; ironclad in the darkness, 
when searchlights were turned on, and a 
second or so later a hail of machine gun bul- 
lets was flying. Happily for tho lorpedo- 
ists tlie aim of the rebel sailors was very 
b,\d, and the tug seems to have gotten away 
with all safe on board. 

\Vasiii.siiton, Sept. 15.— Additional ad- 
vices from Kio point in a positive manner to 
the ovi rthrow of the present Government. 
Diaaatiafaction is not confined to tho navy 
alone, but is spreading to tho army, where 
opposition to the Government ia becoming 
pronounced. It ia believed dispatches will 
soon be received here announcing tho suc- 
cess of the insurgents.

From Traverao lake it Hows into the 
Red Kiver of tho North direct to Lake Win- 
nipeg, which has then an outlet in Hudson 
Bay.

LosnoN-, Sept. M — Tho regular half year- 
ly meeting of tho directors of tho liAuk of 
England waa hold to-day. David Powell, 

.•eriior of the bank, announced that tho 
liabilities of tlio Baring Bros. ..t Co., which 
firm failed aomo time ago, the liabilities 
being taken over by a nunilier of tho guaran- 
tors, including tho Bank of England, have 
■ eon reduced to £4,225,001. The debts of 
tho lirm to the bank have been reduced 
1' 1,01).'), 000. The governor also an- 
nounced that realizations upon the Bar- 
rings' assets were proceeding slowly, 
but that tlio interest upon tho securities ia 
more than enough to meet tho intcrcat on 
the bank's advancea to the firm. In reply 
to a question asked by one of tho stock- 
holders, Governor Powell said ho waa 
unable to say whether the country waa tho 
victim of the cheapneas of silver or whether 
any of that metal was being fraudulently 

ined, Tho question, however, was one 
for the consideration of the mint rather 
than of tho banks. 'Beplyiog to^forther 
(juealioiia, lio said that if the bank had ad- 
vanced on any Amerlcin securities it took 
aro that the collatoral was first-class. He 
added that ho held no American railroad 
securities on his own . account, and ho 
curtainly had never passed any on to the 

bank.

ANGEY WATERS 

Drown Many Unfortunates in Spain and 
Cause Great Damage to Property. 

W aduid, Sopt. 15. — Floods at Villa Canas 
have done immense damage in that part of 
tho country. Houses were washed away 
nd many of the inhabitants have been 
rowncd or criislied to death by tho wreck- 
ge of their dwollinge, Tho sceuea were 
heatrending and many of tho poor people 
httvo had all thoir poasossions swept uway. 
Whole families have poriahed in the 
ngry watora. Sixty dead bodies have 
eeii recovered. Many more aro believed 
to bo hidden by wrecUago or to havo been 
washed fur from the town. Many of tho 
caths woro caused by the flooding of the 
cavo dwellings on the outskirts of the town, 
These dwellings are dug into the hillside 
almost on a level with the plain. They arc 
occupied by the poorest families. The 
lower oaves were filled at the first rising of 
the flood, and the oooupants ' were 
drowned before they bad time to 
escape, Other oaves were but half 
filled, and the families in them still await 
rcaoiio. The entrance to many caves have 
been blocked by falling oarth. The authori- 
ties of Madrid and Toledo havo aout coin- 
panioH of aappors and miners to roaciie the 
faiuilioa imprisoned. Food has boon col- 
loclud liaatily in n. dozen cities, and ia being 
carried to tho sufferers. Tho Minister of 
the Interior left for Villa Canas this even- 
ing. 



Towns Threatened hy Fire. 

Mauinette, Wia., Sopt. 16.— Forest fires 
are raging to auch an extent in Marinotto 
county that considerable apprehension is 
felt for tho aafcly of several aniall towns 
which are in situated in the midst of the 
forest. Word has been received from Pesoh- 
tigo, Fortorficld, Wauskee and other vil- 
lages that they have been fighting the fire 
with all their available means for the last 
tiiree days. 

Scnntnrs Still Tnlftlns. 

WA.SHi7;(iT0.v, Sept. 15.— Tho debate in 
the Senate on the repeal bill to-day was on 
the affirmative side 'of the question. Two 
speeches were made in favor of the hill. 
The first by a. Domocratio Senator, Mr. 
Lindsay, of Kentuckj', and tho second by a 
Republican, Mr. Higgiiis, of Delaware. 
Both were iincomproniialiigly and uncundi- 
tionally for the repeal of tho Sherman act. 
Mr Lindsay eulogized President Cleveland's 
course as being exactly in conformity with 
the party platform, and with the popular 
will, and the legislation Congress may 
enact in conformity with the platform will 
receive the executive approval. 

An Ill-Mated Pair. 

Seattle, Sept. 15. — A special from Spo- 
kane states that Tom Bnllivant was shot by 
his wife this morning, who then fired two 
shots into her own breast, Both are likely 
to die. Jealousy is supposed to be the 
cause. The hnsband is ten years younger 
than tho wife. 

Murderctl Ilia Father. 

Knoxyille, Tenn., Sept. 15.— In Novem- 
ber, 1891, David Boyer, a wealthy citizen 
of Cooke county, disappeared, and hia son, 
Waah Boyer, circulated the story that he 
had sold hii farm and gone West. The 
deed proved to be a forgery and he, with 
Rufus Holt, an accomplice, was recently 
convicted of forgery. Yeaterday a confes- 
sion by Holt was made public. Ho said 
that \Vaah Boyer knocked his lather down 
and beat bim to death. He then carried 
the body to a cabin, threw it in and after- 
wards, to ward off tuspioion, threw several 
dead sheep in on top of it. Young Boyer is 
now in jail and this new evidenoe may cause 
him to hang. 

t/0>r Prices for Cottons. 

Nkw Yokk, Sopt. 15.— The sale of the 
product of the Amoskeag mills at auction 
was well attended. All tho principal buyers 
of the country were preaent. Ginghams 
and tickinga were the firat lot offered and 
the competition waa not ao brisk aa waa ex- 
pected. The ginghoms brought 5J(«5.}c. 
psr yard, or one cent, below the list price 
of the milla. The tickings sold at a range 
of 1 l.ifc'l 1 Ic, or about two cents under the 
mill price. 

(luaranline Aeainst fiew Yorlc. 
Washington, Sept. 15.— In reply to a 
dispatch from United States.' Consul Wil- 
bur, at Lisbon, stating that' Portugal bad 
declared the porta of New York and New 
Jersey infected by cholera, Seoretery 
Gresham, this afternoon, sent me following 
by cable to Mr. Wilbur i " Protest most 
earnestly against- froundlessness and in- 
justice of deoree declaring the ports of New 
York and New Jersey infected. Rigid 
quarantine exists, and tho general health is 
excellent. Tho last death at New York 
was in quarantine, on August 20, and the 
last case on August 19. There is no cholera 
in the United States." 

Clilnese Dcportntlon. 

San FiiANClsco, Sept. 15. — Mai, a 
Chinaman, arrested in San Joao subject to 
deportation, was ordered by tho Master 
in Chancery this morning to bo deported. 
It will be a test case involving the ques- 
tion wliother Chinese, being onoo landed, 
can aubscqucntly ho declared to bo un- 
"awfully in thia country. Mai had been 
anded by Collector Phelps as being a nier- 
ihaut, as it was shown that ho waa 
a memher of the fliro of Bow Kee k Co., 
San Joao, but that ho had been em- 
ployed doing houao work at the St. 
James hotel. It was hold by the commia- 
bioner that ho was landed by fraud, 
and waa for that roaaon fraudulently in the 
country. 

Tlicy Hoii't flRlit. 

Wasiiin(iton, Sept. 15. — Tho Mexican 
boundary dispute incidcnl ia closed with 
regard to its military features. A telegram 
was rooeiveil at the "War Department, to- 
day, from Mijor Keye, commanding the 
United States cjvulry nt tho aoenc of tho 
trouble, stating thiit tho Mexican Cuatoma 
ollicera had surrendered tho CO sheep in 
their custody to t he owner, an Ameri- 
can citizen.

Nanaimo, Sept. 15. — A Hungarian named 
Maxim, yesterday morning made a brutal 
attempt to murder a fellow countryman 
named Veraaco, at East Wellington. Maxim 
enticed Veraaco to tho edge of a high bluff 
near No. 2 shaft, and asked him to look 
over tho edge, and on his doing so seized 
him by the back and hurled him over. Ver- 
asco fell a distance of about fifty feet, for- 
tunitely landing on a young willow tree, 
which broke hia fall. As ho lay at tho bot- 
tiom of the clilf, half stunned by the fall, 
Maxim approached hlni, carrying un axe. 
A terrible atrugyle ensued; Veiaaco (ighting 
for his life, suiiceuded in wresting the axe 
• from Maxim, who immediately made oil' into 
the buah. Veraaco crawled back homo and 
later on informed tho Xorthfield constable, 
who spent the reniainder of the day and all 
night searching for t.ho cowardly assailant. 
No trace of Maxim has yet been found. 
Veraaco, beyond a few bruises, escaped with 
a slight cut. 

Last night the New Vancouver Coal cnm- 
pany 'a oliice:] were broken into and the con- 
tents maliciously damaged. Kverything 
was diaarrauged, letters, copying books, 
papers and maps were torn to pieces, and 
tho ink bottles were upset. In addition to 
all this, the building narrowly escaped de- 
struction from fire, as the intruder iiad set 
lire to a roll of maps, which ho hud appar- 
ently used as a torch, and then left burning 
in one of the rooms containing a quantity of 
loose papers. Tho object of the outrage 
does not appear to have been robbery, as 
nothing is missing. It is supposed to have 
been the work of a lunatic or someone hav- 
ing a spite against the company. This 
afternoon a miner, James Smith, was arrest- 
ed on suspioion. He had l)een iieard to say 
ha vonld injare the company's property if 
what he wanted was not attended to. Ho 
had been seen around the offioes frequently 
during tho past few days. When Smith ar- 
rived home last night he was wet through 
and had no bat. It is suspeoted lie fell into 
a 'tank which adjoins the ofBces, when 
escaping, and thus got wet. The tank will 
bo emptied to-moriow to see if his cap is at 
the bottom.

DAViEs V. McMillan. 

(JtidBinent rendered by Jlr. Justice Walkcm.) 

Sept. J,'», is'j;i. 
The plaintilT having obtained a judgment 
for damugea and costs, on appeal was taken 
to tho Full court, and was allowed with 
costs, Theio costs, wbicb amounted to 
$S52.92, were paid by the plaintiET to tho 
defendant. On a subsequent appeal to tho 
Supreme court of Canada the judgment of 
the Full court was reversed and tha original 
judgment restored, with all costs incurred 
by tho plaintifT in the several stages of tho 
action. No direction, however, WBS given 
by tho Supretno court for the refund by the 
defendant of th(> §852 ()2r«oeired hy him, as 
hi.-i costs. 

An application has now been made on 
plaintifTa behalf for an order for that re- 
fund ; and it has bees opposed on the 
ground that as tho Supremo court gave no 
directions in that respect, and as tho 
plaintiff had abstained from uaking for any, 
ho ia not entitled to tlio order applied for, 
as it would, if granted, bo tantamount to an 
alteration by a judge of this court of tho 
judgment of tho Supreme court. The fact 
of the plaintifT having isiuod execution since 
the judgment of the Supreme court was 
given ia also urged as an objection to tho 
order, The execution has been fruitless ; 
but that would be imniitorial, ua the Ji fa 
could only have been endorsed for the dain- 
ayea and costs awarded on tho last appeal. 

Rodger v. Comptoir d'Eacompte do Paris, 
L. K. I'. C. 105, is a decision in an 
analogous caso to tho present. Thoro tho 
question was as to the payment of interest 
on tho whole sum of principal and interest 
which had been paid under a judgment 
given by tho Supremo Court of Hongkong. 
On appeal to the Privy Council, tho judg- 
ment was reversed, with costs. The success- 
ful appellant applied to the Court at Hong- 
kong for an order for payment of interest 
on the principal and interest directed to be 
restored to him. Tho Court held that as 
the I'rivy Counoil'a judgment was silent as 
to such interest, it had no power to allow it. 
Ou appeal again to tho Privy Council it was 
held that tho order should have been niailo, 
and that, on general prlnciploH it was the 
duty of all courts to take care that tho act 
of tho Court, whether n "primary court" 
or Court of Ajtpeal, did no injury to suitors 
and that ])craons " who had thrdr money 
improperly taken from tlioiii should Iiuve it 
restored In them with intorest for the 
tinio it had been withhold." Intorcat, 
however, on costs should not be allowed. 
Aa the plaintifl' haa had hia money im- 
projierly taken from him, tho order for its 
repaynient by tho defendant must bo made, 
but without costs, as ho should havo taken 
tho present atop before ho issued execution, 
and thereby sivvod the defendant from being 
obliged to pay the coats of a aeoond writ of 
oxeoutiou. 

Thn fact of a writ of /t fa having been 
issued ia not a bar to a second writ, in or- 
dinary cases, whoro further costs than those 
levied for aro ordered to bo paid. Exeou 
tion, for instance, may issue on any number 
of orders made, during the progress of an 
action, for the payoientof coats, or other 
moneys, if it bo intended that such payment 
ahull be made independently of the result 
of the aotion.

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CANADIANS IN AUSTRALIA. 



Prominent in^ablic' Life nud Success- 
fal in tbelr Bauiuesa 
- Affairs. 



luterestiiig Irrigiitiou Euterpriao of 
the tliaffbys-Good Will to 
the Dominion. 



(By our Special CorrcapondonL) 
A gratifying fact, and one oftoa com 
mented upon, ia the suoceu of CanadlBiiB 
abroad, and the good name which they earn 

for their country. One would not expect 
to find many in Australia, but the few who 
have found their way there are doing ox 
coedini;Iy well. A number of theao were 
montioncd in a former letter, but below will 
be foqnd a suppletnentary list. 

Hon. Robert Burro wes, M.L.A., is a Can' 
adian, who after commencing his hubineaa 
career in the Ottawa district, having been 
connected with the boot and ebon trad 
general stores, and lumber, at Ottawa city 
and on tho Maduwaska river, left for Aua 
tralia at tho time of the g )ld excitement of 
1852, and revisiting Canada in 18ij7, re- 
turned tho same year and sottltd down in 
the colony of Victoria. Ho succeabfully en- 
gaged in mining, and turning his attention 
to public affairs ho waa, in ISU-l, elected a 
member of the Legislative Asaembly to re- 
present the Beodigo district, famous as one 
of tbe greatest gold flelds of tho world. The 
allnvial workings of those days have given 
plaee to quartz mining, and Bendigo still 
nas a foremost placo as a gold field. The 
parliamentary division is named Sindburat, 
and Mr. Burrowes has been oontionoasly re- 
turned as one of the representatives. In 
the government of Sir Bryan O'Loghlen he 
was Minister of Mines from 1881 until the 
resigaatioa of the ministry in 1883. In 
addition to bis mining interests, Mr. Bur- 
rowes has been associated with one of the 
very few private railway enterpriaoa permit- 
ted in theao colonies. Having acquired a com- 
fortable share of nuiterial wealth, and po-saea- 
sing the esteem and good will of tho whole 
community, Mr. Burrowea lives happily in 
hia coay homo in tho town of Bondlgo, hav- 
ing a wifij and eleven children, mostly 
grown up, to sharo in the fruita of hia in- 
dustry, lie still takea a warm intereat in 
Canadian nfluira, and to the kindness and 
hospitality of himaolf and Mrs. Burrowes I 
was indebted for an opportunity of seeing 
tho gold fielda and worka under exception- 
ally plensant r.ircuinntanoen, 

WilliumJ. S. Gordon, M.Jj.A., another 
member of the Victorian Legislature, waa a 
native of Kingston, Ontario, and apent aoine 
time in Chatham also before migrating to 
Auatralia in 1852. tlo visited his Canadian 
homo in 1854, but returned tho following 
year to Now South Wales, and thence soon 
found hia way to Victoria, where he was auc- 
cessful in mining operations and various 
other speculationa. Ue is one of tho repre- 
aentativea of Castlomaine, the diatriot for 
which tho Premier, Hon. J. B. Patterson, 
also sits. Amongst Mr. Gordon's relatives 
in Canada are ' his nephews, Andrew Chia- 
holm, barrister of London, and W. J. S. 
GordoOj of Molsons bank, Toronto; and his 
nieoe'. Miss MacKay, librarian ofMcGill 
Uoiveraity, Montreal. The late Captain 
MaoKay, tbe distinguished graduate of the 
Boyal Military college, whose untimely 
death on service in Africa haa been 8o 
generally deplored, was her brother. 

Hon. Simon Eraser^ member of the 
LogislatiTe Council ef Yiotoria,' comes from 
Piotott, Nova Scotia. He has a prominent 
position in the colony, and is tbe VVorship- 
ful Grand Master of the Orange Association. 

William Fleming, well known amongst 
railway men, and iti the oil fielda of Ontario, 
has been in the agency business in Sydney 
for about fifteen years, during which time 
ho has paid frequent visits to Capada. He 
now represents a 15rantford firm who do 
through him a considerable huainess in port- 
able engines and saw mills. Amoric'tn 
carriages are a specialty with him, and 
thougli ho has tried to handle the Canadian 
article his experience has been that it was 
shut out by the lower prices quoted by great 
manufacturing firms in tho States. Mr. 
Fleming was one nf those who years ago 
dropped conaidorablo money in unsucceas- 
fully attempting to create a demand in tho 
iiiarUeb for a variety of C^madian goods 
which on their merits aliould have sold 
profitably, though they did not. 

John Scoon, the manager for Australia of 
the Bell Organ and Piano Co., is a Canadian 
sent out from tho head olhoe at Guelph, and 
thanks to hia exertions anextenaive demand 
for the instrunienta of that firm has been 
created. The example of enterprise set by 
this company, with very gratifying results, 
might well be followed by those in many 
other lines of business in the Dominion. 

The ChafTey brothers, two Canadians from 
Ontario, have established an irrigation col- 
ony in a pare of the Wimmeia district 
abtttttog on tbe River Murray, in Victoria, 
and have transformed into rich farms and 
gardens a tract of land which for want of 
rainfall had been supposed to be quite use- 
less. They are to expend a total of £.300,- 
000 in twenty yeara in irrigation works, 
agriculture, horticulture and tho eatablish- 
ment of a fruit preserving industry, in con- 
sideration of which, and the fulfilment of 
certain other condilionB, tbi'y will eventu- 
ally become poascaacd of 2.")0,000 acrca of 
lund, with the riuht to irrigUc it from the 
waters of the Murray. 1 ho colony, whicti 
ia named Mildura, has proved a great sue- 
oesa und the land ia being rapidly taken up. 
Tho government arc now carrying on irri- 
gation worka in various places, on the lines 
followed by tho Messrs. ClmU'ey. 

Acknowledgment aliould lie made of the 
many courtesies extended to nio as tho first 
representative of tho new Canadian interest 
in Austrolia created by the direct Bteaiiiship 
communienlion. The Premiers of Now 
South Wales, Victoria and (iueenahuid, all 
of whom showed great iniercit in tlie mat- 
ter, very kindly place.d at my disposal all 
the oflSohl publications relating to maltera 
of trade or others of interest to Canada, and 
put me in possession of a valuable collection 
of the comprehensive year books tho pro- 
duct of the statistical departments of the 
several colonies. For a copy of the .Vuatra- 
Uan Year Boole, a very valuable publication 
dealing with the political, commercial 
and general affairs of all tbe colonies, I 
am indebted to the editor, Hon. Edward 
Greville, M.L.C., Now South Woles. The 
members of the press generally were fra- 
ternally kind, but special thanks are due to 
P. Prootor, comnicrotal editor of the Sydney 
MorniiiL' Herald, and to W. J. Jofl'fce, 
editor of Ihe Town and Country Journal. 
James Inglis, president of the Sydney 
Chamber of Comnicrco, and Heniy C. 
Mitchell, secretary of that body, and also 
Sydney Larard, secretary of tho Briabaiie 
Chamber if Commerce, rendered material 
assistance. 10. W. O'Sullivan, M.L.A,, 
Sydney, who haa mado a special study of 
tho social and labor problems, very kindly 
furnished valuable information respecting 
those siibjocts and the federation propoai- 
tiona now under diacusaion in Auatralia. 
A chance meeting willi W. A Boulton,, 
proprietor and manager of tho Grosvonor 



Votel, Sydney, where'' the two Canadian 
pasaengera by tho Miowera found excep- 
tiouully comfortable quarters, proved very 
fortunate, as Mr, lioulton quickly became 
interested in tho opportunii^y which the 
new line — thus brought to hia special atten- 
tion— oU'ered for tho expansion of the fish 
and meat business, in whicii ho ia engaged, 
and not only took special pains to give the 
Canadian frozen salmon tho beat possible in 
troduction at Sydney, but also made ar 
rangonients for coutinous shipmonta of 
frozen mutton to British Columbia. Cana 
diana visiting at the Grosvonor hotel will 
find Mr. Boulton un obliging host and kind 
friend. J. Gardiner Huddart, of Sydney, 
rendered material assistance in hunting up 
facts bearing upon tho development of 
trafflo for the line which tho onterpriao of 
tho company represented by Jamea Huddart 
haa eatablished. Everywhere tho greateat 
good feeling towarda Canada was ahown, 
and it ia evident that if, as aecma to be tho 
case, the Dominion must take tho loading 
part in creating tho expectod trade, thoao 
who undertake that work will find asaooia- 
tion with their fellow countrymen in 
Australia as pleasant as could possibly bo 
desired.

Ay laXOh'AXT CRITIC. 

Subatantinl profit is e,>cpected to bo de- 
rived in liritiali Columbia from the export 
of fresh salmon to Australia by tho new 
line of steamers. Small quantities have 
already been sent, in the ships' refrigera- 
tors, and the result has been such as to war- 
rant the expectation that when tho prom- 
ised large oold storage chambers are pro- 
vided a trade of considerable proportions 
will be built up. If return oarc;o offers for 
these chilled ehambecs the freight charges 
will naturally be lower than otherwise, and 
the margin of profit for the shippers of 
salmon will thus bo increased. Auatrulia 
can supply thia return cargo, in tlie shape 
of mutton, as tine as that grown anywhere 
in the world, and which, as has been shown 
by trial, arrives here in perfect condition. 
In yesterday's issue, the Colokist reporter 
who had been sent to Australia to obtain 
information as to the possible trade, referred 
to the success of Australian frozen mutton 
in the English markets, and stated that that 
aucoees "makes it certain that good busi- 
ness can be done in this line with British 
(Tolnmbia, where now great quantities of 
sheep and mutton are imported from the 
neighboring Stiitea and sold at a price above 
that at which prime Australian mutton can 
be regularly delivered." 

A writer in the Times, who belittles the 
frozen meat trade, sbowa absolute ignorance 
of the facts, and makes a number of gross 
mis stattnteuts. He alleges that that trade 
has " proved (|uite the opposite" of u groAt 
succeas. The fact is, that the British im- 
ports of fresh mutton from Australia and 
New Zealand have increased steadily since 
1886, when the total was 722,848 carcases, 
until in 1891, the last year for which we 
have tho figures, it reached the immense 
number of '2,'2:(i,.'t'j0 carcases. In the same 
year l,l)7;i,i)i') carousea were imported from 
the River Plate. The assertion in the 
Times that cold stored meat is " much dis- 
liked" is simply nonsense, the meat losing 
nothing appreciable in quality or Bavor in 
consequence of tho freezing. 

The export of frozen meat was first exten- 
sively carried on from New Zealand, and so 
suitable and so profitable was the trade found 
to be that Australians quickly turned their 
attention to ity Numerous freezing depots 
have been provided in the pastoral districts 
of Australia, the capacity of these now be- 
ing 2,000,000 oarciises per annum, iind at 
tho ahippinp porta there uro immense cold 
storage warehuuBca, one of which, lately 
opened in Sydney, coat nearly §450,000. 
The splendid vessels of the Peninsular & 
Oriental, the Orient and other lines running 
to England and the continent of Europe, 
are now amply provided with refritrerating 
chambers, in which hundreds of carcases 
are conveyed each trip. Tho managers of 
the Canadian-Australian line think so fav- 
orably of the prospeet of export to British 
Columbia that already plans have been 
prepared for the Insulation of large holds in 
their vossels, 

" Why not develop our own country? " 
tho Times writer uaka, tho inference beint; 
that to import frozen mutton from 
Australia will interfere with such develop- 
ment; and, as if to strengthen 
the impression sought thus to be created, 
the writer ends his quotation from the 
Coi.o.NlsT in tho middle of a sentence, to 
suppress the fact that mutton, or sheep, uro 
already largely imported into this I'rovinop, 
In the year ended June 30, 1802, there were 
44,654 sheep brought into British Columbia 
from tho United States. While tho homo 
supply continues to bo short of the demand, 
there is no reason why Australian mutton 
should not bo imported, if it can, as be- 
lieved, bo delivered hero ut a satiafnotory 
price. 

AN UNGONYINOED ALDERMAN. 

Alderman Styles, it appears, is not i atisfied 
with the opinion of tho City Barristers as to 
whether it is lawful to connect houses with 
tho surface drains. Ho wants to got tho 
opinion of two competent civil engineers on 
tho subjoot. One would suppose that a 
maker of laws and, an administrotor of laws, 
when ho finds that a proposed course of 



action is unlawful, would give up all idea 
of pursuing it. 

If Alderman Styles had proposed to got 
the opinion of two more eminent barristers 
on the subject, his-aotion would oommend 
itself to all law-abiding citizens, for until 
the question of the lawfulness of niakioR the 
house connections Is settled, it is not to bo 
supposed that tho City Council will, for a 
moment, entertain the proposition to use tho 
Burfuco drains as sewers. 

Does Alderman Styles expeot that the 
City Council, no matter what the opinion of 
his "oompotont civil engineers" may bo, will 
act in open dofiuuco of tho law. Individual 
councillors may, when it suits their intoreate, 
venture to do what tho law forbids, truatiug 
that they will cither never be found out, or 
that citizens will be too apathetio and too 
careless to make them pay the penalty of 
their transgression, but it is not to be sup- 
posed that tho whole Council, as a body, 
have beuoma so completely demoralized as 
to attempt to do what their official law ad- 
visers toll them plainly it is against the law 
to do. We cannot bring ourselves to be- 
lieve that the Coannil will entertain any 
proposition that would lead the community 
to conclude that they have loat all respect 
for law. They will certainly proceed in tho 
mutter aa all good oitizens do in doubtful 
cases. They will first ascertain what the 
law is— what it permits and what it forbids 
— and then govern themselves accordingly. 

Wo thought that Alderman Styles was 
too good a citizen to ask for u committee 
to do what the law forbids, for, even if tho 
two compotent engineers tell hia committco 
that it is perfectly safe from a sanitary 
point of view to allow the residences of citi- 
zens to be connected with the surface drains 
tlio Council cannot act upon their opinion, 
if tho law of tho City liarristera ia aound. 
The whole matLor will then bo just where it 
ia now. 

For our own part, we know what the 
opinion of the engineers will be, if they 
are really competent to give on opinion on 
a matter in which tho health of the com- 
munity ia concerned, for the beat sanitary 
engineera have already decided liow sewtra 
shall boconstructed, butwearesurprised that 
Alderman Styles should think of making a 
proposal that looks as if he contemplated 
Sying in the face of the law he baa himself 
helped to make. We ctre astonished at Al- 
derman Styles. We expected better things 
of him. 



NOT A BLUNDER. 



The Vancouver News-Advertiser bbjeots 
to the manner in which the land in the 

commonage near Vernon is to be sold. It 
asserts that the terms arc better calculated 
to play into the hands of speculators than to 
encourage settlement by actual cultivators. 
It is evident that our contemporary has 
been misinformed as to the nature of the 
land offered for sale. It is not agricultural 
land. The actual settler if he tried to make 
a living off it — if he wore not a rich 
man — would starve. Its soil is such tliat 
it oannot bo cultivated witlioutthe expeu 
diture of a considerable amount of money. 
A rich man might reclaim some of the land 
or make it productive by irrigation for 
a garden or an orchard, but it can never be 
utilized us farm land. The land is valuable 
for ita aituution and not for its productive- 
ncsa. It ia situated along tho sido of the 
lake, and there are pretty sites on it for 
summer residences. A gentleman resident 
in the country says that "there is scarcely 
any land on tho commonage on which the 
pre-emptor could comply with the require- 
ments of the Act and make a living." Tho 
Government, knowing the nature of the 
land and seeing the only uso which can be 
made of it, has offered to sell it in lots of 
forty acres each. If this was not done the 
land would lie idle and be of no use either 
to the settler or the Government. 

It ia more than probable that our con- 
temporary has been deceived aa to the 
nature and quality of tho land by disap- 
pointed speculators. The (jiovemment, wo 
are informed, alive to the desirability of 
having the Province peopled, where pos> 
sihle, with industrious farmers, has in no 
instance offered land suitable for agrioul* 
turo for sale.

And tho training in the school unhappily 
does littio to make up for this lack in thd 
homo. Its fatal difi^ot is tho want of 
practicibility. Tho industrial and business 
idea is not made iia prominent us it should 
bo. Its uim seoina to bo rather to prepare 
tliO Hiudent to live by Ida wits than to fit 
him to gain u liveliliond by honest toil. Tho 
fact llmt HO many i.ro allowed to grow up 
without any induatriiil, niechaniual, or huai- 
nusa triuiiing iiccuuiita for very much of the 
criminality which oxista. The nuciont.lewe 
judged riglitiy, lliat tho man who brought 
up his sou without a trade tjiught him to bo 
a thief. 

There la a great deal of truth in this.' To 
tho kind of education which children in 
theae days receive may, wo believe, bo attri- 
buted tho dislike to manual labor which ia 
BO general, and the idea that to work with 
the hands ia low and vulgar. The foolish 
notions about "gentility," that are pro- 
daotive of so much harm, owe their origin 
to tho unpractical education which the 
groat majority of children receive. Until 
people in America generally have better and 
healthier notions aa to what ia "respect- 
able," it is certain that a considerable pro- 
portion of the popul ition will not bo able to 
resist the temptation to comtnit crimes of 
one kind and another in order to bo able to 
keep up appearances. 

Tho reverend essayist does not spare his 
own profeaaion in hia review of the iniluences 
which make the descent to crime easy, lie 
says : 

It may bo even that the pulpit ia not en- 
tirely free from a share in the roaponhibiiiiy. 
It may lie doubted whether tlie ainiplo 
ethical prineiplea in our religion are nuulo 
aa prominent us they sliould be. It ia ]>i)a- 
Bible, ayen, for preaehera to bo so fully oc- 
cupied with the iheorotical us to lose bight 
of tho practical, and political ooonnmy atiJ 
sociology may be allowed to take tho place 
of tho divine morality of the New Teatu- 
ment, which is, after all, the hopo of the 
world. 

According to thia writer, education in 
both the schools and the churches should 
be more practical than it is in these days. 

AN INDIGNANT OUTBURST. 

The award of tho Uehring Sea Arbitrators 
is a bitter pill for tho San Francisco Call. 
Its gorge rises against it. It cannot begin 
to BW&llow it. Sir C. II. Topper's predic- 
tion as to tbe result of next year's seal 
banting operations has given it another tit 
of indignation, and it gives vent to its feel- 
ings in tho following outburst : 

Under the circumstances tho United 
States has a right to consider if it ia worth 
while to protect seal life in our waters and 
on our const, to tho end that the seals may 
be slaughtered on Uia high seas.

rilS^I'nEVKNTION OF ORIMB. 

In tho Canadian Muguzine for September, 
which by tho way is an excellent number, 
is a thoughtful article headed "A Study in 
Criminology," by the Rev. W. S. Blaok- 
atock. Tho writer directs attention to the 
remurkablo increase of crime in the United 
States of late years. That increaae is truly 
Hinrtling. NVliiln the population of tho 
States haa increuacd during tho decade end- 
ing with ISUO, 24.5 per cent., tho increase 
of the inmates of jails, reformatories and 
ponitontiarlea has been 45.2 per cent. In 
lsr>U tho criminals in the United States 
wore 1 in ovcry 3,600 of tbe population, in 
IHilO they were 1 in every 786. H. The pop- 
ulation of llio country increrisod 170 per 
cent, in that period, while the criminals in- 
creased 460 per cent. 

Mr. Blaokstock does not give any statis- 
tics with respect to the increase of crime in 
Canada further than to say that the in- 
matoa of our jails, penitentiaries and rofor- 
niatorios are in tho proportion of 1 to every 
1,'200 of tho population. This is not so 
large a ratio as there ia in the United States, 
but ib is certainly much too large. As the 
sumo demoralizing inQuoacoa are at work in 
tho Dominion, as uro producing such disas- 
trouH cirecta in the United States, the 
writer thinks that Canadians should direct 
their attention to tho moans likely to prove 
effeolive in preventing the increase ^of crime 
and of tho criminal class in this country. 
One of theae ia education. But it has been 
found that a mere literary education, suoh 
as is imparted to the children who attend 
our schoola, both public and private, haa 
not pi^vod as cffootivo in repressing orimin- 
al tendencies as the advocates of popular 
educnMon at one time expected and pre>

Before the decision of 
tho Behring Sea arbiters was foreshadowed, 
ox-Secretary Traoey intimated in a Forum 
article that in case tbe property right In 
aeala was denied by the court, tho United 
States might conclude to reach by the short 
and easy process of killing the seals on the 
iaiunda the result that must attend pelagic 
aealing. Since tho Court of Arbitiation 
took a purely commercial view of tho caao, 
tbe United States may he justified in fol 
lowing that line of argument to tbe bitter 
end.

When aeon by a roprosentative of the 
Colonist at tho Driard laat evening, Hon, 
Mr. linwcU auid ho hoped to roceivo some 
valuable hints from tho Board, and ho hoped 
tho mcinbera would come to the meeting 
fully impressed with tho fact that his pur- 
pose is to obtain information, and not to 
impart it. "I wiah to receive," he said, 
" all possible information ua to the wants 
of the Pacific Coast, with a view 
to taking stepa in Australia for 
the development of the trade. I am sure 
the prospect ia moat encouraging, as I know 
that thu business so fur haa been beyond 
the most sanguine expectations of the pro 
niotera of the line of steamships. Mr, 
Huddart, when he entered into a ten-year 
contract at Ottawa, was so confident of 
ultimate auocesa that ho tindertook to 
place a third steamer on the route wibhin 
three years. Wo know ttiati every attempt 
has lieeii made to destroy tbe proapoets of 
the line, by prcas reports and otherwiso, 
and this makes the fact of its distinct success 
all tho mora gratifying. The Government 
t,kke a great interest in the line, as they 
think the Paeilaa Province should bo pro- 
vided with the best steam communication, 
on tho same principle as governs with re- 
spect to tlio Atlantic provinces. 

"Wlien I get to Australia f will talk over 
with the Governments there nil iiiittcra af- 
fecting tlio trade between the two countries, 
to ascertain their vioive anil give expres- 
sion to oura. As to any particular proposi- 
tion, I havo Eonu to make; I will aimplj' do 
what I can to carry out tho general policy 
of tho Government, which ia to open up' 
trade in every direction pnsaiblo. 

"Tho cable project will, of course, obtain 
a large aliare of attentinii. Sandford Fletu- 
inc, C. i\l 0., who, pcrhap.-i, haa dona more 
than any other man to promote this enter- 
prise, will accoinpanymo — he ia at Vancouver 
and will come over on the vessel to-morrow — 
and I hope we will be ablo to make somo 
definite arrangennent. Tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment quite concurs io tho idea that to 
make this cable a, succcaa ib should run 
through territory exclusively British, 
and it is a matter for regret that the recent 
complication about the connection with 
French territory haa arisen. We quite 
realize that if the United &itatea obtain 
poaaeaaion of Honolulu by annexation or 
otherwise, it may be imposaible to have a 
line from thers run to any other 
point than San Franoisoo, in Amer- 
ica, but such an oconrreace would 
not burk our projeet, as we would simply 
have to make our first oonneotion at the 
Fanniog Islands, Of coarse, to havo the 
cable touch at Honolulu would add much to 
its value." 

Asked IB to tho found.ition for the rumor 
recently sent by Associated Preaa that there 
%vould shortly be a general election, Hon. 
Mr. BowcU replied with a laugh, " You 
may say, on niy aulhorily, that there will 
probably li" an election about or before tho 
fall of 1,S'J6," Serinualy speaking, lie 
pointed out that the Clovcrnnunt were 
comiiiitted to meeting Parliament with a 
acluine of laritl' reviaion. Benides, there 
was no reason assigned or apparent for an 
election in tho near future.

Rt. Rev. Wm. Ridley, D.D., the Bishop 
of Caledonia, who, with Mra. Ridley, is 
now a visitor at the Driard hotel in thia 
city, has come down from Metlakatla, his 
headquarters, for a brief holiday, and Mrs. 
Bidlej'a benlth demanding a change of 
olimato they will go from here to Califor- 
nia. Whilo in Viotoria tho Bishop ia doinfi 
everything poasiblo to secure uaaiatanoo for 
thelndiunsof Kinoolith, the Naaa river 
village lately destroyed by fire. 

The affAirs of the dlooeae formed the sub- 
ject of an interesting interview which Hia 
Lordship granted a representative of the 
Colonist, last evening. He first mentioned 
tho unuunl conference held at Metlakatla on 
August 1(5, 17 and IS, over which ho pro- 
sided, there being in utteiidiuioc tho Ven- 
erable Archdeacon (;ollisoii and Keva. V. 
Stephenson, J. li. MoCuUoch. C. t^uinney, 
\V. Hogan, T. Keesv and U. W. Gurd, and 
Dr. Ardugh. At the conference there wore 
read a number of papers relating to work in 
tho diocese. 

" Two of these papers," he said, " will 
ho printed in Knglmid. Tlio lirst is Ijy 
Archdeacon CoUiaoii, and in this lie de- 
scribes tho progress made during the twenty 
years of liia experience, during which the 
Church has reached out iu all directions 
from tho one centre— Metlakatla. Tho 
Archdeacon was the pioneer Protestant 
clergyman, except those of the Greek 
Church, to visit Alaska, and the letters he 
wrote to the American lioard led to tho ea- 
tabliahment of missions in Alaska. He 
wont amongst tho Haidas when there was 
not a single Christian in tho tribe, 
and now there is not a single heathen. Ho 
waa also the first clergyman to go into the 
interior of the district comprised in the dio- 
cese of Caledonia; that was in 1874, He 
has gone through great hardships and is 
looked upon as one of the best friends of tho 
Indiana or white men alike. In his paper 
he deacribea the condition of tbe natives as 
he found them and as they are now, and it 
would be read with Interest in Victoria. 

" Tbe other paper which ia to ba printed 
is my inaugural addreas, and it will be pub- 
lished in a church magazine. To show the 
progress made, £ compared tbe state of 
affairs at the beginning of my episcopate 
with that now existing. In the fourteen 
years I have seen the two churches grow to 
fourteen, and the two clergymen to twelve. 
Wo have a medical missionary and three 
trained nurses, the Caledonia hospital with 
thirteen beds, for all classes — whites, In- 
dians, Chinese and Japanese — a girls' 
home, to which a wing has been lately 
added, with fourteen iumatea, under the 
caro of Miss Dickinson, a zaalous lady work- 
ing at her own charges. 

" Since I came to Viotoria I have had a 
letter from another English lady offering to 
come out to promote a acheme which I have 
had under consideration for aoiae time — the 
establishment of a boarding school for 
whites. There ia now no separate school 
for white children, though one would 
be much appreciated. This lady is Miss 
Hicks, a sister of Dr. Hicks and daughter 
of one of the leading artists in England. 
She is herself e. gitted artist, and has pro- 
duced some very beautiful freehand draw- 
ings. Miss Hicks comes at her own charges. 
Thia will make five unmarried ladies whom 
we will have at work in the difl'jrent de- 
partments. 

" Since tbe beginning of the year, Rev 
Mr. MoCnlloch haa been publiahing at 
Ayenah a publication half In English and 
half in the native tongue, called Hagaga, 
meaning tbe Key, or the Opener. A friend 
in England made him a present of the press 
and a fow fonts of type, and he aet the typo 
himself until he taught three or four of the 
native boys. Tho paper ia often illustrated 
by means of cuta which Mr. McCulloch, 
who is An expert draughtaman, himself 
makes, and this adds very much to its'in' 
tercsf. Mr. McCulloch is a man of wonder- 
ful r(!30urce and energy, and though still in 
tho prime of life has aeen a lot of the world, 
having been an oliicer in the army. Securing 
tho money when la3t in England, ho has 
recently built u sawmill, cip ible of cutting 
ti.OOO feet a day, and handed it over to a 
company of Indians, on the condition that 
they will supply him with tho lumber r 
([uired f ir a new church, a school, and a 
ciwoUing. Mr. iMcUulloch'a unfailing in 
genuity recently earned for him the grati 
tude of an Indian auirering greatly fron; 
toothache, but for wliom nolliing could b( 
done for want of appliances for extracting 
the tooth. Mr. McCulloch made a pair ot 
forceps, with which the tooth waa taken out 
in the handiest manner poasiblo. 

"In the translation of native tongues 
great progress has been made, and in this 
diocese five have now boon reduced to 
writing and are in print, Theao include 
tho Haida, the Ziir.shian, the Nishga, the 
Kwagutl, and in these tonguea we now have 
nearly all the New Teatament, tho prayer 
txiok and the bynin book. 

" I am now writing for the Smith- 
sonian Inatitute a book on tbe grammar 
and ethnology of the Zimsbians, who arc 
the foremost of tbe natives of British Co- 
lumbia. Thia book, when printed, will be 
useful to those desiring to learn the Ian 
guage, and for the comparison of this with 
other tongues, in tracing tbe origin of tbe 
several tribes. 

"A Japanese town has lately been 
eetalilishi'd within ao"on milus of Motla- 
kalla, and it has ao prospered ia tho year 
and a half of ita exi&tence that there 
now iiliout seventy Jupa there. They work 
in tlie canneries in tho summer, and the 
rest of the year engage in fishing und 
kindred purauits. They have fine large 
bouts. A numh(!r of them have recently 
bought an estate of 110 acrea from a 
Fiench gentleman named .Sc. Arnuuid. 
They have nice gardens in connection 
with their houaea. Tho Japa are good 
carpenlcra, and, being kind and obliging, 
uro useful in many ways. Wo frec^uently 
have then) aa patients in our hospitals, 
and thiy always inaist on making a sub- 
stantial preacnt when they leave."

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SAANICH HOPS EXPORTED. 



A Trial Sliipment Just Dispatched to 
England— Official Report on 
the Industry 



Adapted to Many Localities on the 
Island— Estimated Uutlay 
and Proiits. 

An experimental shipment of hops from 
Saanich ia about to start on its way to Eng- 
land, tbo high quality of the article mak- 
ing it confidently expected that aome profit- 
able buainess can be done in the English 
market. The subject of hop growing on 
Vancouver Island haa of late greatly en- 
gaged the attention of tho Department of 
Agriculture, and a practical evidence of this 
ia the issue of an interesting bulletin on the 
subject, which has been written by Charles 
St. Barbe, and will shortly be given general 
circulation wherever its contents are likely 
to be of use. This bulletin notes the grow- 
ing tendency at tho present day among 
farmers to plant crops which can bo made 
to extract from a few ocres almost as great 
a profit aa ten times their number will pro- 
duce under the ordinary rotation of grass, 
cereals and roots. Of such nature are hops, 
which, it is poinled out, may be beneficially 
cultivated in the neighborhood of Victoria, 
tho great nitural fertility of the soil, com- 
bined with other advantages mentioned, go- 
ing far to oompenaate for the cott at whicli 
tho produce can be conveyed to the markets 
of London. At present there i« a email 
local demand, but the neighboring Pacitic 
States of Oregon, Washinglou and California 
have 80 immensely outgrown their own local 
requirements in the production of bops that 
it IS not necessary to think of any market 
but that of England. 

The bulletin says: "Hops have been 
cultivated at Saanich, scmo eighteen miles 
from Victoria, successfully for a number of 
years, and from tho samples that have been 
turned out, there ia no doubt that hops 
equal to, if not surpaaaing, the best "Pacifies ' 
can be and are grown in thia district. Long 
before the Canadian Pacific Railway con- 
nected British Columbia with tbe rest of tho 
world, bops were grown at Saanich, but 
either from the extreme sobriety of the 
people of Victoria (then the only marl<et), 
or from their desire for more ardent pota- 
tions than are afforded by John Barleycorn 
and the golden hop, the growers wero un 
able to sell their hops, and many gardens 
went out of cultivation. Of those few 
that are left, tho owners do not seem to 
have rca])ed the benefit they should have 
done, and thia may he accounted for by 
their delay in acquiring modern improve 
mtnta in machinery and iinplemenla uecea- 
sary to ensure the best kind of success, and 
by their failing to avail themselves of the 
best markets. At present it ia not easy to 
ac(iuire auitablo clear'd laiid in Saanich in 
small ([uantiliea, t wenty-fivo or fifty ucrca 
being ample for a hop grower of moderate 
capital. Most of tho farms are about .'{()() 
acrea in extent, and contain much buali .uid 
often useless land. Suitable land cm, how- 
ever, bo now and then obtained, und with 
the growth of the industry, and, the in- 
creased demand for small lots, holders will 
probably see tho advisability of cutting up 
their property. As regards tho price, 
cleared land can now be obtained at from 
$100 to SlaO per acre. In all probability, 
suitable land can bo found at audi places as 
Cowichun and Comox, where tho price ia 
much less. In fact there is every reason to 
beliovo that hops may be grown on any rich, 
well-drained bottom land in this Island." 

Having treated of tho soil and aspect beat 
suited to hop growing, and tbe beat methods 
nf planting, draining and poling, the bul- 
letin gives in detail tho capital outlay ro- 
(juired for a hop garden of ton acres, which 
ia placed at .■?.'!, ()()7, for a garden inde- 
pendent of otlier farming operations. Tho 
working expenao and profit arc thus stated: 
"On an average crop of 1,200 pounds to tbe 
acre tbe annual expense, including every- 
thing, such as cultivation, depreciation of 
poles, i]icking, drying and baling may be 
estimatud at 12 cents per pound, or in 
round figures .5150 an acre. If tho owner 
had hia own horses and put in hia own work 
as well, :i very largo proportion nf this 
would not be incurred, but taking it as it 
stands it would repreaent . $1,500 on a gar- 
den < f ten acres. 

" Again, to take tlie average crop of 
1 ,200 pounds, and an average price of 2.") 
cents per pound, we pet f.'iUO per acre — 
5.'!, 000 for our 10 acica— leaving a net profit 
of 31.r)00, which n'pi i;:!enta interest at about 
■12^ per cent, on the cupital outlay. It may 
he added that this eal iniato of weight per 
acre, and also of the price, have often been 
greatly exceeded, and it ia certain that, 
with conatant attention und careful culti- 
vation, a very heavy crop of hops, of u 
quality that would rank higher than those 
grown iu Washington State, can ba raised 
in tho District of Suanich, In the Island of 
Vancouver."

■Snpt. A. W. Vowell Speaks of His Ee- 
cent Visit , to .the Interior : 
Settiementsi . 



Be openiug: of tbe-' Kamloops Indus- 
trial School— Satlsf8<ctory 
Grain Crops. 

Mr. A. W. Vowell, superintendent of In 

diau Affairs for the Province, returned ou 
Thursday eveniug, after one of liis periodi- 
cal viaitii to the Interior sctblemeuts. Ho 
'^rati weut to Kamloops, where the nev Id' 
dastrial school, which was closed some time 
ago, has been reopened under difTerent 
auspices, and was very much pleased to 
find that witli the new management tliere 
is every promise of the school being as 
thoroughly auoeessful in every respect as 
the other iastitutions of the kind in British 
Columbia. It was especially satisfactory to 
find thuc in the matter of neatness and 
order tliero is a very marked improTement ; 
but, of course, the main difficulty la in 
familiarizing the Indian youth with the Eog- 
Jiah language. 

From Kamloops Mr. Vowell drove up 
about 40 miles, en routf, to the North Thomp- 
son settlement, which is .'31 miles distant. 
Owing to the bad state of the roads, liow- 
over, ho was obliged to walk the balance of 
the distance — II miles. He made the ^2^^ 
miles in one d:iy, and paid his visit besides, 
which is not bad walking in hot weather. 
The Indians on this reserve seem to be nioio 
prosperous than ever, and are certainly ad- 
\ aiioiiig very considerably in their knowledgu 
luul apprcclaiion of the advantagea of culti- 
vating the soil. 

lieturning to Kamloops, Mr. Vowell kfi, 
for UsoyoDS, going by way of Sicamou;', 
Vernon and I'onticton, and visitint; all the 
Indians i.x ron/c, also those ilt Okanagan 
Lake. The condition of the crops on land 
tilled by whites as well as Indians is de- 
scribed us very satisfactory, but tlie main dif- 
ficulty will be inOnding a market, as itwill 
certainly not pay anyone to raise wheat to 
sell at SIS a ton. The Indians at Okanagan 
Lake have about TiOO acres of grain and 
are cultivating their land after the most 
approved fashion. 

The general state of health amongst the 
Indians, says Mr. Vowell, is very satisfac- 
tory, and the progress being made is very 
encouraging to those whoso special interest 
it is to aducatc the natives in what may be 
called the rudiments of civilization. This 
year the game is not so good as might be 
expected, considering the increased acreage 
of Btubhle, which ahould prove to 
be good breeding ground. Some of 
the settlers attribute this to the fact that 
the late spring did not give the birds a 
chance, and a good many of the eggs be- 
came addled before they were hatched. 
Others, however, think that the birda have 
not yet come down to the prairies and that 
the shooting will be better later on. 

Mr. Vowell will now be at home for a few 
weeks, but posnibly about the end of the 
month will go to the upper country again 
to visit the Willows Lake agency. Af'er 
that ho will go up the West Coast. He 
was very sorry indeed to learn of the fire 
at Kincolith, where, ho says, the Indiana 
are amongst the most independent and 
civilized of the Province. He has forwarded 
their petition to Ottawa, it having been en- 
dorsed by Rt. Rev. Bishop Ridley, and Mr. 
Vowell was glad to be able to add his recom- 
mendation of the request to the favorable 
consideration of the Government, 



however, tho gravosfc injury to any of the 
party being sustained by one of the Amer- 
icans, who had his ankle sprained. After 
paying off his men to-day. Professor King 
expects to leave with hia chief surveyors for 
Ottawa direct to-morrow morning. In Oc- 
tober he will meet Profeasor Meudenhall, 
the American commiaaioner, and the plana 
for next season will then be diaouaaed; the 
surveys from Lynn Canal to Mount St. 
Eliaa rem^n to be oompleftnd, and- until 
the work is finished it is not to be expect- 
ed that cither of tho oommisslonora will 
talk much of its probable outcome.

Professor King: and tlie Canadian 
Party Betnrn Frpm the Nortli 
Country. 



The Photogrraphlc Survey System a 
Crreat Success— Plans for 
the Future. 



The steamers City of Topeka and Thistle, 

l)ringing the Canadian boundary commission 
party back from the scene of their season's 
labors, arrived in port, yesterday. Pro- 
fessor King, the Canadian - commiaaioner, 
waa a passenger on tbe former steamer, and 
with him were Messrs. Talbot, MacArthur, 
Brabazon and Rsbertnon, survey chiefs, and 
seventeen men of their respective commands. 
Professor Klotz, Mr. St. Cyr, ilr. Gibbons 
and fifteen men were on tho Thistle. The 
latter ateamer has bc?n acting as tender on 
the Canadian surveyors during the summer, 
and during tho first six months while so en- 
galled luri steamed 5,4r)0 miles up anil down 
tho coast, visiting the eanips on G t occ^isions, 
and puiidiig througli Wrangel straits, recog- 
nized by -lavigalois as a very dilhjidt pas- 
sage, no I'Aver than ten times, wliicli speaks 
well for Captain Nickeraon's seamanaliip. 
When the explorers left the North, although 
it was still .August, tho sunnner had gone 
and the winter snow w"'i already beginning 
to fall on the mountains. 

. Despite tho fact that tho clomenta seemed 
in league against the surveyors, rrofcstor 
'King is well satisfied with what has l)eun 
accomplished. More has been done than 
was anticipated at the outset, and this 
despite the fact, that continuous rains and 
. successive cloudy days interfered with the 
work in hand. The photographic apjiaratus 
worked to a charm, and was aloiout en- 
tirely depended upon ; the plates have been 
'brought down with the oocompanying field 
notes, and will be developed at Ottawa by 
the heads of the several parties. Their 
work will be connected by Professor King 
himself, and afterwards the completed 
'Canadian and American mapa will be dove- 
tailed together. 

The 1S93 operations of the Canadian 
party have covered disputed territory bor- 
dered by about iiOO miles of coastline, and 
extended a considerable distance into the 
interior— twenty to thirty miles inland. 
Tho work was taken up at Hurrough'a 
Bay and completed to Lynn Canal, rather 
more than half of tho entire unilertaking. 
All tho territory traversed proved excep- 
tionally rugged — towering mountains, 
mighty glaciers, great canyons and rapid, 
turbulent/ rivers. Absolutely no agricul- 
tural land was discovered, nor is tho lindfcr 
land especially attractive, though hemlock 
and fir (if average size aro generally found 
on the slopes. Whatever value tlio country 
.poasessea lies in its minerals and its three 
or four rivers, tho latter teeming with the 
same varieties of salmon already so well 
known in tho markets of the world. Tho 
Indians of the country are fow, and it is 
also practically deserted by wild animals— 
at least, comparatively few were onooun- 
terod. 

Noturally, tho returned surveyors have 
,,had their full share of adventures ond nar- 
row oacapoB, in mountain climbing and river 
navigation. No aerioua aooident occurred,

Bradstreet's, to-morrow, will say: Stocks 
of wheat in the United Stales were about at 
the lowest ebb last uick, and i.ow ))roinise 
to increase, while supplier in Europe have 
already bi'giin to grow. The world's wheat 
supply for lS!)S-4 shows a small nominal cx- 
ci'sa of total surplua, the United States and 
Canada being cri'dited witli an export sur- 
plus of 140,000,01)1) bushels, and tbe United 
States crop l)eing placed at -140, 000 QUO 
bushels. The belief in a domestic crop of 
only ;K(),0(IO,000 bushels, with the present 
exi)ort muveuieut, means tlio exportable 
surplus will bo exlmusted within seven 
weeks. The United iStates have sliipped 
abroad 55,000,000 bushels of wheat within 
tho past eleven weeks, and the demand con- 
tinues firm. Hxportf of wheat and llmir 
this week, both coasts, tipud 5,u,')7,000 
bushels, against 4,902,400 bushels tho week 
before, and as compared with 3,484,000 
bushels in tho week one year ago, and with 
0,974,000 bushels two years ago. 

Business failures in tho United States 
show for the tbird week in succession a 
heavy check in the jfieot of the late financial 
atorm. Two weeka ago the number of fail- 
urea was 309, lust week it waa 379, and thia 
week only 300. At Toronto a large influx 
of country buyers has cauaed a marked im- 
provement in trade. Cropa are not moving 
freely yet, and higher prioea are expected. 
Manufacturing induatnea in the province of 
Quebec are unsettled, owing to probable 
changes in the tariff. General trade is of 
fair value at Montreal except in leather, 
which is cheeked by shoo failures.
